During the Interview, Applicant would like to discuss the following: 

1 . A brief overview of the claimed invention; 

2. Cited prior art 

3. Arguments directed toward the following differences between Urbanus and the 
claimed invention: 

a. In the claimed invention, the 1st buffer sub-area and the 2nd buffer sub- 
area are distinct sub-areas, whereas in Urbanus, what the Examiner 
considers as 1st buffer sub-area (Frame 14) and what the Examiner 
considers as 2nd buffer sub-area (also Frame 14) are not distinct (See 
Office Action mailed November 30, 2007, page 3). Citing the same frame 
area at different times is not equivalent to two distinct buffer sub-areas. 

b. The third buffer of Urbanus stores subtitle data and graphics data, rather 
than just graphics data as is required by the claimed invention. 

c. Urbanus does not disclose "interchanging role of working buffer and 
display buffer" in the passage cited by the Examiner (see Urbanus, col. 2 
line 35 to col. 3 line 26 and col. 3 line 62 to col. 4 line 15). 

d. "Receiving incoming subtitle data from 1 8 and 13" (in Urbanus) does not 
imply that "a content of the working buffer is constantly changing" 
because the incoming stream of data in Urbanus could be sometimes 
stopped and the content of the buffer would not be changing.
